women suffrage is “a fly sitting on 


the wheel of progress” imagining he 


can command it “to revolve no more 


and it will obey,” Mrs. Carrie Chap­ 


man Catt, president of the National 


Suffrage association said in her open­ 


ing address at the convention of the 


organization here today. 


Mrs. Catt reviewed the battle for 
the federal suffrage amendment, cit­ 
ing the difficulties which were over­ 
come in securing its passage by con­ 
gress and in the present fight for 
quick ratification by the states. 
She attacked Senators Borah of 
Idaho, W adsw orth 
of 
New York, 
Pom ereno of Ohio and H itchcock of 
N ebraska, as “refusing to represent 
♦heir states,” in the Goth Congress 
when 1he enactm ent failed to pass. 
“As the am endm ent needed 
but 
a jingle vote in the 65th Congress, 
the responsibility for its failure to 
pass may be laid upon any one of 
the four,” she said. 
“They not on­ 
ly put their own states to the ex­ 
pense of extra sessions, but the oth­ 
er states as well.” 
Mrs. C att called upon suffragists 
to rally to the support of any govern­ 
ors who may be attacked by their po­ 
litical opponents for bringing the ex­ 
tra expense of special sessions upon 
'th eir respective states. 
“W hen a Republican governor calls 
a special session in order to ratify 
he m erely atones for the inexplica­ 
ble conduct of tw o m em bers of his 
own party,” Mrs. C att said. 
“They 
— 
he—are blam able for the fact 
th a tth e special sessions became nec­ 
essary. 
“The D em ocratic governor who cal­ 
led a special session only m akes hoi*- 
orable dem ands for the m isrepresen­ 
tation by m em bers of his own party.’’ 
T he executive com m ittee of the 
suffrage association was to meet ear­ 
ly today to vote on th e plan to dis­ 
solve the organization when the fed­ 
eral am endm ent is finally ratified.

coats and took pants that will break 
up other suits. 
A $65 overcoat and 
a leather overcoat, both of which had 
been sold, and $20 in cash also were 
taken. 
The num ber of men th at w ere en­ 
gaged on the job, of course, Is prob­ 
lem atical, but it is 
believed 
th at 
there wero no less than three, w ith 
probably a fourth, the latter proba­ 
bly being in charge of a m achine 
believed to have been used in c a rt­ 
ing the plunder out of the city.

The young 
m an was encountered in the h all­ 
way by Clarkson and while his ac­ 
tions yesterday did not arouse any 
suspicion on the part of C larkson, 
be today connects the visit of the 
young m an with the burglary.

dressed. He was smooth shaven and 
w ore a suit of clothes of a brow n­ 
ish color, dark shoes aud a soft bat. 
it is believed his visit was for the 
purpose of m aking observations as

store through the skylight. 
Access to the skylight was by way 
of tho hallway in the second story 
of the building. Marks in tb e hall­ 
way and stairw ay clearly indicate 
th at the loot was carried out this 
way.

were the pants to m atch the coats, 
they piled these aud the coats into 
suitcases taken from their display 
position over shelves. 
They m ade no effort to take chil­ 
dren’s suits. T here was no end to

them , and th at they did not take
